Nikki has been working hard to get an update on the situation as well. We met with GWHFC shared your and our 
concerns and offered to help move them to a permanent location. They are looking at several leads but have not 
committed. 


Regarding the "ban" in Berkeley, our city has been under the federal 9th Circuit Court of Appeal Settlement of the Jones 
case and several other cases that prevent the city from taking measures toward an outright ban. I don't know if the 
Berkeley case will also quickly be appealed and be stuck in litigation as we have been. 

In this case, it does appear likely that GWHFC will sue or have a party sue on their behalf and further hamper options for 
solutions. That is why we are consulting with the city attorney and service providers on what we can do to mitigate and 
take action. 


We do not have a solid answer yet from folks. This specific issue has been going on for over 20 years with the city and 
this organization and while we are bringing fresh energy to it, we will not be able to resolve it overnight. 

I am sure this is not the update that you were hoping for, but we will continue to seek a solution that works better for 
everyone.
